HONEY-TAKING IN InNDIA.—A swarm of bees had fixed 
their abode on the ceiling of a verandah, and in due time when 
their honey was deposited, we wished to collect it, but were 
for some time at a loss for means.

With no other than 
this.apparently slight defence, he mounted a ladder, a large dish 
in one hand and:a sharp knife in the other ; and though as thinly 
clad as his class usually are, with thousands of bees swarming 
about his naked body, he, with the greatest sang froid, cut im- 
mediately through the upper part of the comb, where it was 
suspended to the roof, and, receiving the whole of it in the dish, 
brought it down without having suffered from a single sting.— 
Madras Atheneum. 

The French Consul at Bahia has addressed a remarkable re- 
port to the Minister of Foreign Affairs at home, announcing the 
discovery, at the distance of eighty leagues from that capital, of 
an abundant mine of diamonds—a source of incalculable wealth 
to the province. It lies in a desert place, uninhabited, and 
scarcely accessible,—and was discovered by mere accident. The 
head of a rich English company has already exported, it is said, 
nearly 200,000/. worth of its produce; and as the working of the 
maine is left to any one who will, there is a race at present for 
its treasures.

sure—diamonds to be had for the fetching—is a temptation 
likely, we should think, to attract adventurers, even if the Upas 
tree stood in the way. : 

The Directors of the Dundee Lunatic Asylum suggest, in their 
twenty-fifth report, an interesting inquiry. ‘‘Among the cha- 
racteristics of lunacy, one of the most striking is the two ex- 
tremes which it presents of great mental excitement at one time 
and complete mental prostration at another; each of these 
changes occurring, too, in the same individuals without any ap- 
parent external cause. We may here observe what is well 
known, that damp and gloomy weather is apt to increase de- 
pression of spirits, and that clear and dry weather has a con- 
trary effect : but these changes are generally evanescent, and by 
no means such as we now refer to. While under the influence 
of the alternate fits already mentioned, the lunatic is either 
supremely happy or wretchedly miserable. It is obvious, there- 
fore, that it would be of the last importance to. humanity, as 
well as to medical science, if the cause of such changes. could 
be traced. All attempts to account for them have hitherto been 
fruitiess ; but, when we look to what has been effected within 
our own day in almost every department of science, we may 
surely be permitted to hope that ere long this too shall be ranked 
among the discoveries of philosophy. Were the genius of 
Liebig (the great chemist), for instance, applied to such an. in- 
quiry, who, we might ask, would venture to impugn or limit the 
investigation? Who could doubt the success of one who 
penetrates nature in her very.inmost recesses, and always with 
the most useful and beautiful results? And what a glorious
